(ill) to examine where necessary the production costs and 
recommend the fair selling prices, particularly for 
Benzene, Toluene, Xylene and Naphthalenr; and 

(iv) to make any other recommendation that the Commit- 
tee may deem appropriate having regard to the 
ob)cctive of increasing the utilisation of the bye 
products of coal carbonisation. 

8. The Committee will submit this report by the end of 
1960 .
